It is a well-known 
Instructional Design guide 
incorporating multimedia and 

technology to improve the 
learning environment from a 
constructivist perspective.

After that, they will answer the missing numbers in a mah- 
jong paper of a train on the whiteboard. Then, selected pupils will complete the missing 
numbers correctly and paste on the mah-jong paper. The students then do an art activity 
which is hand drawing.
